One farmer will show a fine balance, 
tbe other.will be farther in debt, and 
on the surface tnere seems to be no 
reason for tbs difference. 

The saying "There * more la the 
man than there Is In the land." la as 
trus as gospel. One man thinks ahead 
and has sverythla^ In readiness for 
the putting in and gathering of crops; 
tha other man ape da half bis time 
at tha* corner grocery telling tbe loaf¬ 
ers how things oug1 1 to b« done, and 
offering valuable suggestions as to 
how the government should be con¬ 
ducted. 

Tbe farmer who prospers la the out 
who spends his rainy days fixing up 
ttools, reading farm pagera aud think¬ 
ing out plans for future work. 

There are ao idle days on a farm 
that Is run profitably. 

A tool house or workshop 1* a splen¬ 
did Investment on any farm, and 
where no separate building can be de¬ 
voted to tbla woak, It la often possible 
to have a corner of tbe barn fitted up 
aa a workshop, and no lima la better 
•pent than in fixing up machinery, 
aluurpuning tools and making such re¬ 
pairs as can easily be made at home 
with a little outlay of money for neces¬ 
sary oquipmenL # 

It la a problem Whether it la worth 
whlla to buy second hand tools at 
sales. Sometimes the purse doe* not 
permit buying first class farm Imple¬ 
ments, and a man with mechanical 
skill can j>(tjn get good use out of 
second handaaebinerr/but iL.iW'is 
an Inspiration about having new Im¬ 
plements and an Incentive to care for 
them that la utterly lacking where the 
farm Is run on the second hand plan.

Field Marshal Evettovlch, of tha 
Austrian army, quoted In th# Maaa^g- 
oro. of Rome, has said: "Next spring 
England can put another arn y Into 
the field, and In the summer and tall 
other belligerent* can collect fresh 
forces, hut In 191* no mor« c n pos¬ 
sibly be raised. The entrance of neu 
tral nations into the conflict will rath¬ 
er prolong than shorten the war." So 
tliia experienced soldier can see no 
end to the struggle until 1916, when 
all hands will be ao exhauatiu that 
thy cannot continue the fighting. 

This idea conform* closely to that 
of a French officer, name jot given 
hut mentijned as one of the most die 
Unguished commanders, who is report¬ 
ed by the London Mall aa saying the 
Germans cannot be driven beyond the 
Rhine before February, 191*, and 
peace will not be concluded before 
Uir. The London Standard Issues 
this warning: “The foolish talk of the 
war being practically ended and the 
German* already hopelessly beaten Is 
unworthy of brave and intelligent peo¬ 
ple and should be severely discoun¬ 
tenanced. Germany la still (unfor¬ 
tunately for tha world) possessed of 
the most formidable war machine that 
has ever existed."
